prohibitionist, that the newspapers 
had organized some sort of "rack- 
et" against dry organizations 
be-, 


cause, they had refused or neglected 
to "buy space," 
Senator 
Metcalf 


confined his statement to accounts 
of testimony before his committee 
on the hill to permit 4 per cent beer. 


Metcalf, chairman of the commit- 


tee said "the press associations and 
correspondents representing newspa- 
pers before this committee have re- 
ported these hearings as fairly as 
possible but if it is true that there 
is some sort of news racketeering 
going on I want to invite those or- 
ganizations who have such evidence 
to present it to this committee. 


Metcalf pointed out that testimony 


thus far has been given largely by 
opponents of the present prohibition 
laws, and that the direct testimony 
therefore was in favor of the legali- 
zation of beer. 


"It is therefore obvious that press 


reports must largely carry the side 
favoring the legalization of beer. At 
a later date the opponents of this 
bill will be allotted time equal to 
that given the. proponents." 


Metcalf, 
an 
anti-prohibitionist, 


read his"" statement after five more 
witnesses had appeared before his 
committee and urged passage of the 
Bingham bill to permit 4 per cent 
beer. 


Wants Legal Beer 


Edgar Allen 
Poe, Jr., 
Baltimore 


commander of the Crusaders, an an- 
ti-prohibition organization, urged to- 
day before the senate committee the 
modification of the Volstead act to 
permit beer. 


Poe, an attorney and a relative of 


the poet, said it was inconsistent to 
prohibit beer or other 
lluuors of 


more than one half of 1 per cent al- 
coholic content and permit the mak- 
ing of 12 per cent wine in the home. 


Five cent 
beer, 
he 
contended, 


would go far to change the "mental 
attitude" of the people, particularly 
those out of work. 


He said prohibition was not being 


enforced, and that a $5 a barrel tax 
on beer would 
bring 
revenue 
of 


$375,000,000 or "more than we are 
losing under the moratorium." 


Poe said he came from a "wet" 


community and perhaps was influ- 
enced by that sentiment, but he said 
personally he did not like beer.

Paris —M5) —The entire French 


cabinet today followed the example 
of Aristide Briand and placed their 
portfolios in the hands of Premier 
Laval, leaving him free to do as he 
wishes in reconstructing the minis- 
try. 


This action, not altogether unex- 


pected, followed a conversation be- 
tween the premier and M. Briand, 
whose ill-health impelled him to ask 
last week that he be" permitted to 
retire as foreign minister. 


This development, coupled 
with 


the sudden death of Andre Maginot, 
minister of war, 
precipitated 
the 


cabinet crisis. 


After he had received the minis- 


ters, the premier sent for Edouard 
H-erriot, chief of the Radical Social- 
ists, whose support he needs if he is 
to form a national union govern- 
ment, something like Great Britain's 
to face the impending international 
conferences. 


Heretofore M. Herriot has declined 


to collaborate with the Laval govern- 
ment and only yesterday he said in 
an interview that a union govern- 
ment was impossible because the 
several parties 
had taken definite 


stands on the important issues 
in 


preparation for the general elections 
to be held in April. 


The premier has three alternatives' 


He may step out in case the radical? 
should decide to enter the cabinet; 
he may resign to form another gov- 
ernment drawn from the right cen- 
ter, or he may simply reorganize 
the present cabinet.

Nikolas was reminded by one of

from his Paris exile when he was 
restored to the throne. 


"It was the army that brought 


him back," Nikolas said. He added 
that he had received 
his 
brother 


cordially on his return and lived in 
the most complete harmony with 
him until August, 1930, 
when he 


said Mme. Lupescu returned to Ru- 
mania. Since then, he said, accord- 
ing to the report, a veil has been 
drawn between him and his brother. 


In the course of the conferences, 


the report said, the prince'expressed 
the greatest sympathy for 
former 


Queen Helen, Carol's divorced wife, 
whom he described as "a saint and a 
martyr."

among an innocent, guileless and prim- 
itive race. 


The negro not only filled the jury 


box, sat on the bench, crowded the 
legislature 
and 
occupied 
executive

and heedless method of enforcing jus- 
tice. The whites found that the courts 
offered no relief, or that, when the evi- 
dence was too 
overwhelming and a

Germany today occupies a blinding 


position in the center of the brilliant- 
ly lighted world stage upon which are 
moving flickering and fantastic fig- 
ures in the always thrilling drama that 
has to do with human affairs, now in- 
tensified by the ghadow of gory trage- 
dy in the offing. 


Her case is a very practical demon- 


stration of how the crash of one great 
people sends its ripples out over the 
entire globe, even as economic harm to 
one of our local concerns or a substan- 
tial element of our own people reaches 
out its withering effect upon countless 
others. 


The Post-Crescent purchased the

either communism or fascism/, but to 
ward off disaster of collapse itself. 


The Germans know -that communism 


means filth and misery; monarchy 
means cleanliness but the creation of 
an artificial state that inevitably leads 
to the suffering of Avar; democracy, 
despite all its tumultuous faults, means 
peace and contentment. 


And the real question is whether the 


pains under which the German people 
suffer will lead them astray. 


MUNICIPAL UTILITY RATES 
Last week's decision of the Wiscon- 


sin Public Service Commission compel- 
ling the city of Reedsburg to reduce 
the electric rates of its municipally 
owned utility is another of those in- 
cisive sort of decisions that shows that 
a well ordered intelligence is directing 
the affairs of the commission. 


Municipally owned 
utilities have 


been subjected to two forms of political 
abuse, one like that at Reedsburg where 
rates were kept so high that the city 
was earning nearly 15 per cent on the 
value of its property, and the other 
where rates are purposely kept so low 
that the city does not earn a fair in- 
come on its investment but makes up 
the deficit from general taxes. 


Either performance is a plain flim- 


flamming of the people. 


With swollen earnings from itt> util- 


ity a political machine can convince the 
public that it is economical because 
the general tax late will be kept down. 
It is the old hypodermic of indirect 
tax paid in very small amounts twelve 
times a year as against one tax bill 
due at about the hardest time in the 
year to meet an obligation. 


And yet instances have been known 


where the reverse 
system has been 


used, in oidcr to satisfy a noisy or 
stiong influence in a community, rates 
were cut so the utility ran at a loss 
which vuis made up bv general prop- 
erty taxation. To follo\v either system 
leads to plain injustice. 
Making the 


rates just as they should be, enough 
to produce a reasonable income on the 
value of the city's investment, puts the 
burden exactly where it belongs, on 
the one who gets the scr\ ice. Either 
over or under charging the consumer 
is helping or dcprning the general tax- 
payer who in reality is entitled to nei- 
ther help nor hurt from the existence 
of the utility, but only a fair deal.

beau ideal of an upstanding Amer- 
ican farmer, nearly seventy at the 
time, but straight and tall and stur- 
dy in proportion and with the eyes 
of an eagle. He taught me a simple 
eye message, which I have faithfully 
practiced for forty-five years with 
my daily dozen. 


The massage ia as follows: With 


fingers resting on the forehead run 
the thumbs firmly but gently along 
th© lower eyelids, making moderate 
pressure against the eyeballs, from 
the outer ends toward 
the 
nose, 


about a dozen strokes. 
Then with 


the thumbs resting on the temples, 
run the middle fingers along the eye- 
lids in like manner from the nose 
outwards, for a dozen strokes. 


The result has been this: I have 


passed my seventy-fourth 
birthday 


have many children, grandchildren 
and even a great grandchild, God 
bless them all and altho I have dur- 
ing my lifetime actually abused and 
overstrained my eyes reading and 
writing frequently 
until midniglit 


and reading in public conveyances 
wherein the angle of vision is con- 
stantly changing, still I retain good 
eyesight and do not require glasses, 
while most of my junior associates 
do require them.

the little rite can do no harm, and if 
we believe that stooping posture and 
inclination of the head at work Is a 
factor of myopia, elongation of the 
eyeballs, nedV or short sightedness, it 
may be that the regular practice of 
such massage as our correspondent 
clearly describes would tend to coun- 
teract such sinking or elongation of 
the eyeball, tend to push it back to 
its normal spherical form.

Frencn 


Chamber of Deputies adopted a reso- 
lution approving the 
British 
and 


American war aims. 


Previous to- this, on Jan. 5, Lloyd 


George had set forth the British 
war aims, and on Jan. 8 President 
Wilson had set forth his famous "14 
points" as the American war aims. 


Approval of both of these state- 


ments had rung through the press of 
America, England and France, and 
had been denounced officially and 
by the press of the central powers. 


On Dec. 28, 1917, M. Pichon, as 


minister of foreign affairs in the 
Clemenceau government, had spoken 
in a debate m the French chamber 
defining France's attitude 
toward 


Russia and the other issue of the 
war. 


The action of the French chamber 


of Jan. 12, then, solidified the senti- 
ment of the allies as to their war 
aims 
,

Howard, Judge J. B. Hamilton, John 
Proctor and William Kellett, who 
helped to lay the foundation upon 
which the present civic structure of 
the city rests. '

The Wisconsin Public 
Service 


commission has ruled that money in 
the depreciation fund of the munici- 
pal waterworks department can be 
used for preparation 
of. plans for 


construction o£ a filtration and soft- 
ening plant and for actual construc- 
tion of the plant itself. This does not 
necessarily mean, officials point out j 
in announcing receipt of an answer i 
to their inquiry to the 
state body, i 


that the money in the local fund is j 
to be used. It merely establishes the | 
legal status of so doing if it is later 
found necessary. 


The commission has recommended 


to .the council that a softening and 
filtration plant be built but so far 
the council has been unable to reach 
a decision on the recommendation. 
The water works depreciation fund 
has nearly enough money 
to pay 


for the proposed plant and the work 
could be undertaken with little addi- 
tional burden on the tax payer, it is 
said. The objection to the use of 
lake water, however, on the part of 
some voters has so far proved an 
obstacle to carrying out the plans of 
the commission.

Eighteen is a difficult age. It is

difficult* for the eighteen 


year old child as it is for those who 
are dealing with him. He ieels him 
self grownup in every

The slight 
cst hint of mterlcrence sets him in 
to a lUgc and he storm-5 and tliieat- 
ens and finally, goes off slamming 
the door behind him. That stirs up 
a storm in him and in the rest of 
tho family that takes &ome time 
to calm down.

We accuse them of being 


care'ess about their stata when in 
leahty they are suffering and put- 
tins the best possible face upon it 


Now and then one of them runs 


away. His rcpoit is so bad, he knows 
that he is in for a bad time at school 
and at home and he has no accepta- 
ble defense to make. He hates to 
think of what his mother will say 
and how she will feel. He hates to 
think of the disappomtment he is 
Tn his bewilderment he sees no wa> 
out so he luns away In the vague 
hope of finding borne pla< e to huie, 
some thing he can do, some bit of 
luck to pull him. through.

One of the remarkable products 


of modern civilization is 
the vast 


network of stations for 
observing 


and recording the world's weather. 
It is estimated that there are now 
in operation more than 
35,000 of 


these stations at fixed locations on 
land, and several thousand 
ships 


conduct regular weather 
observa- 


tions regularly by radio for immedi- 
ate use on land in connection with 
forecasting.' 


Of the land stations, 
some are 


large observatories 
fully equipped 


with elaborate instruments making 
very detailed records. At the oppo- 
site extreme, there are thousands of 
stations where the observers devote 
only a few minutes each day to re- 
cording one or a few elements of 
'weather. 


The only large land area where no 


permanent stations now exist is Ant- 
arctica, where, however, 
stations 


have been maintained for consider- 
able periods by explorinig 
expedi- 


tions, and where 
some permanent 


stations will undoubtedly be estab- 
lished in the future. One of the fa- 
vorite projects of the late Admiral 
Peary was the establishment of a 
weather observatory 
at the South 


Pole.- At present the southernmost 
weather station in the world is the 
one maintained by the Argentine 
government at Laurie Island m the 
South Orkneys, about latitude 61 de- 
grees south. 
• 


Thus there is no station within 


the Antarctic Circle, but there are 
several within the Arctic Circle, the 
most northerly one, and the most 
northerly permanently 
inhabited 


spot on the globe, being that main- 
tained by the Russians in Franz Jo- 
sef land. There are half a dozen sta- 
tions in Spitzbergen. 
The United 


States ' has a station at Point Bar- 
row, Alaska. All 
the stations men- 


tioned report the results of their ob- 
servations by radio. Several other 
weather stations will be maintained 
in the Arctic regions for the "Inter- 
national Polar Year" of 1931-32. 


Not only is the world now dotted 


over with weather stations, but "the 
observations made at the more Im- 
portant of these have broadened in 
scope in recent years.

Berlin-— Fifteen million Germans 


are supported today on the dole ac- 
cording to official statistics none of 
them have all they want to eat. 


The midnight- moon in the Frot>el- 


strasse stood 
high oVer 
the 
gas 


' tanks, shed silver on the 
blocking 


bulk of Berlin's Night Refuge for 
the Homeless. A lamp burned in the 
warden's office. Not another 
light 


showed in th« building. Too late to 
enter. 
It was no lark to spend a night as 


a homeless tramp in Berlin, and the 
exploration of the question "How 
great is Germany's poverty?" ceased 
to be amusing when the winter wind 
cut through my rags. Max and Hans 
and Otto and I hurried past long 
lines of barracks. In them were part 


- of the army o£ Germany's jobless. 


Today there are approximately u,- 


000,000 of. them. The public treasury, 
the Federal Government, the Stales, 
the communes and the cities spend 
around -$750,000,000 a year for the 
support of the 5,000,000 and their 
' families and the 3,200,000 short-time 


workers who, earning less than the 
dole, are furnished the difference to 
enable them to live. 


But Wax, Hans, Otto and I were 


booking for the unemployed who - ro- 


- ceive no doles. Hunting for a'warm 


place, we made for the Schleischer 
Bahnhof. Once upon a time night 
wanderers could sleep in the waiting- 
room. AVe went in. The place was 
empty save for two "Scliupos" and a 
railroad policeman. Their scrutiniz- 
ing eyes made Hans uneasy. "We left. 


Through Berlin's famous 
"model 


slum" district 
we wandered. 
The 


streets do not look like slum streets. 
They are wide and clean. From the 
outside- they arc streets of luxury- 
compared to the Bast Sids tenement 
streets of New York. In the "Kuec- 
kert Klause," a tavern, music clang- 
ed loudly. A piano player beat the 
keys of an upright without a front; 
a, violinist and a. drummer belabored 
their instruments heavily. At the la- 
bles sat groups of-hard-eyed youths 
and .girls. 
. 


The. girls snatched the beer from 


our hands. Nobody else hafl a glass 
before them on the table. A "com- 
rade" came over and explained that 
this was a resort of fugitive.reform- 
atory inmates, all under age, all 
jobless, all, he declared, hungry. 


In the "Mulack Klause" twa, old 


women begged our coffee from us. 
.Further down the Mulack Street, in 
a refuge and inn for members of a 
smiths guild the back room was full 
of men, reading tattered sheets of 
newspapers or just sitting. None had 
a drink or anything to eat before 
him. A band of three -musicians came 
in, ,a French horn, a cornet and 
clarinet. They blew lustily a. prewar 
military march, but when they fin- 
ished nobody had a pfenning for 
them. 


The Mulack Refuge had beds only 


for union, members. In the "Zarow- 
ka," low-ceilinged cellar across the 
street from the Schlesischer Bahn- 
hof, 
a squat, dark woman showed us 


beds. Five to a room, the beds were 
filthy, had no sheets. A mark—25 
cents—apiece was too expensive. TV'o 
moved on to the "Hotel Metropolo," 
stood shivering before a dark hall 
until the porter answered our ring. 


"Got fifty-four guests," he mut- 


tered, "eight?,- pfennings apiece. See 
for yourself." He tossed us a Icey. 


We climbed five flights of stairs,

' the .National Socialists on Chancel- 
lor Bruening's proposal for harmony 
has riot yet been reached, Adolf Hit- 
leri .Nazi leader who conferred with 
the chancellor last week, said in a 
statement Monday. 


The decision, he said, will be based 


upon the Interests of the German 
nation and "our regard for the dig- 
nity or'the person 
of Reichs Presi- 


dent von Hindenburg." 


"On Wednesday, Jan. 6," Hitler 


said, '"I was called to see Minister 
of Defense and Interior Groener who 
in turn was asked to tell me on be- 
half-, of Chancellor Bruening of a 
project for prolonging 
the presi- 


dent's term of office by a parliamen- 
tary vote. 
"I am at present occupied in clar- 


ifying .the situation which, without 
our intention of guilt, was messed 
up by drawing the venerable per- 
sonality of the president into a party 
political discussion. 
"Our final decision has not been 


reached yet but it will be determined 
by two considerations: First, the life 
interest of .the German 
nation as 


represented by the Nazi movement 
and second, by our regard 
for the 


dignity of the person of Reichspresi- 
dent von Hindenburg.

This was the first time an emis- 
sary of the veteran president came 
to'Hitler,- all previous meetings hav-

chieftain were closeted for an hour 
and a half. Although silence was ob- 
served in Nazi headquarters 
over 


. the mature of Meissner's mission, the 
general attitude was one of confi- 
dence that mattersxwhich heretofore 
have separated Hindenburg and Hit- 
ler are rapidly being ironed out.
